The amount of money voted by the legislature for the publication of this 
edition of the School Law is so small, that only laws of general interest to 
school officers in all parts of the state can be inserted. On this account the 
laws relating to cities of the first and second classes, the university and normal 
school laws, and various other special charter acts, have been omitted. The 
copies of the blanks which are furniehed to district officers are also left out, 
With all this curtailment, the edition will not be more than sufficient to furnish 
one copy to each school director in the State, and one to each county superin- 
tendent. The amendments made by the last (187%) legislature will be found 
inserted in their proper places, viz.: The provisos added to sections 27, 33 and 
57. In section 81, Physiology has been added to the branches required for third. 
grade certificates. An important declaratory act in relation to school bonds is 
appended, 

The brief foot notes appended are intended to furnish such information about 
the construction of the School Law as school officers are constantly asking for; 
and thus diminish somewhat the burden of a voluminous correspondence, and 
leave the superintendent more time for other duties. 

The index hag been re-written and enlarged so as to facilitate reference, and 
render it easier to find the provisions of the law on any given subject. 

A sufficient number of copies to furnish one to each school district director 
will be forwarded to each county superintendent. The copies thus received by 
school directors should, in all cases, be handed over to their successors.

THE PROVISIONS OF THE CONSTITUTION 
RELATIVE TO EDUCATION. 


ARTICLE VIIL—EDUCATION. 


SECTION 1. The governor, secretary of state, treasurer, attorney-general, and 
commissioner of public lands and buildings, shall, under the direction of the 
legislature, constitute a board of commissioners for the sale, leasing, and general 
management of all lands and funds set apart for educational purposes, and for the 
investment of school funds in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 2. All lands, money, or other property, granted or bequeathed, or in any 
manner conveyed to this state for educational purposes, shall be used and ex- 
pended in accordance with the terms of such grant, bequest or conveyance. 

Sec. 3. The following are hereby declared to be perpetual funds for common 
school purposes, of which the annual interest or income only can be appro- 
priated, to wit: 

Firsi—Such per centum as has been, or may hereafter be, granted by congress 
on the sale of lands in this state. 

Second—All moneys arising from the sale or leasing of sections number sixteen 
and thirty-six in each township in this state, and the lands selected, or that may 
be selected in lieu thereof. 

Third—The proceeds of all lands that have been, or may hereafter be granted 
to this state, where, by the terms and conditions of such grant, the same are not 
to be otherwise appropriated. 

Fourth—The net proceeds of lands and other property and effects that may 
come to the state, by escheat or forfeiture, or from unclaimed dividends, or dis- 
tributive shares of the estates of deceased persons. 

Fifth—All moneys, stocks, bonds, lands and other property, now belonging to 
the common school fund. i 

SEC. 4. All other grants, gifts and devises that have been, or may hereafter be 
made to this state, and net otherwise appropriated by the terms of the grant, gift, 
or devise, the interest arising from all the funds mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, together with all the rents of the unsold school lands, and such other means 
as the legislature may provide, shall be exclusively applied to the support and 
maintenance of common schools in each school district in the state. 

Sec. 5. All fines, penalties, and license moneys arising under the general laws 
of the state, shall belong and be paid over to the counties respectively where the 
same may be levied or imposed, and all fines, penalties, and license moneys arising 
under the rules, by-laws, or ordinances of cities, villages, towns, precincts, or 
other municipal sub-divisions less than a county, shall belong and be paid over to

the same respectively. Al such fines, penalties, and- license moneys shall be ap- 
propriated exclusively to the use and support of common schools in the respec- 
tive sub-divisions where the same may accrue. 

Sec. 8. The legislature shall provide for the free instruction in the common 
schools of this state, of all persons between the ages of five and twenty-one years. 


z SEc. 7. Provisions shall, be made by general law for an equitable distribution 
of the income of the fang set apart for the support of the common schoolg 
fl among the several school districts of the state, and no appropriation shall be 


made from said fund to any district for the year in which school is not main- 
it tained at least three months. 

; Src. 8. University, agricultural college, common school, or other lands, which 
i" are now held, or may hereafter be acquired by the state for educational purposes, 
shall not be sold for less than seven dollars per acre, nor less than the appraised 

value. 

Sec. 9. All funds belonging to the state for educational purposes, the interest 

- and income whereof-only are to be used, shall be deemed trust funds held by the 
state, and the state shall supply all losses thereof that may in any manner accrue, 
so that the same shall remain forever inviolate and undiminished; and shall not 
be invested or loaned except on United States or state securities, or registered 
county bonds of this state; and such funds, with the interest and income thereof, 
are hereby solemnly pledged for the purposes for which they are granted and set 
apart, and shall not be transferred to any other fund for other uses. 

Sec. 10. The general government of the university of Nebraska shall, under 
the direction of the legislature, be vested in a board of six regents, to be styled 
the board of regents of the university of Nebraska, who shall be elected by the 
electors of the state at large, and their term of office, except those chosen at the 
first election, as hereinafter provided, shall be six years. Their duties and pow- 
ers shall be prescribed by law; and they shall receive no compensation, but may 
be reimbursed their actual expenses incurred in the discharge of their duties. 

Sec. 11. No sectarian instruction shall be allowed in any school or institution 
supported in whole or in part by the public funds set apart for educational pur- 
poses; nor shall the state accept any grant, conveyance, or bequest of money, 
lands, or other property, to be used for sectarian purposes. 

Src. 12. The legislature may provide by law for the establishment of a school 
or schools for the safe keeping, education, employment and reformation of all 
children under the age of sixteen years, who, for want of proper parental care, 
or other cause, are growing up in mendicancy or crime.

AN ACT 


TO ESTABLISH A SYSTEM OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


AN ACT to establish a system of public instruction for the State 
of Nebraska. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Nebraska: 


SECTION 1. That each organized county shall be divided by School districts, 
the county superintendent into as many school districts as may, 
from time to time, be found necessary; Provided, That when any 
county shall have been divided into school districts, as hereinbefore 
provided, the said superintendent of public schools shall not have 
the power to change the boundaries of any of said districts unless 
upon the written petition of one-third of those qualified to vote atx nation and 
any school meeting; And provided further, That the said superin- change of as 
tendent shall not refuse to make the desired change when a amended. 
majority of such voters in all the districts affected by the proposed 
change, shall present their petition asking for such change. 

Src. 2. Every duly organized school district shall be a body- Name and 
corporate, and possess all the usual powers of a corporation for Style. 
public purposes, by the name and style of “School district number 
, of county,” and in that mame may sue and be 
sued, purchase, hold and sell such personal and real estate as the 
law allows. 


, Sec, 1, Territory not hitherto organized into school districts, may be divided, at the 
discretion of the County Superintendent. In the division of a district, or the formation 
of new districts from parts of other organized districts, the Superintendent may act on 
a petition signed by one-third of the voters in each district affected ; he must actin response 
to petitions signed by a majority of the votersin each district affected. As many peti- 
tions should be presented as there are districts affected. Before making the division, the 

ounty Superintendent should employ all the legitimate means within his reach to satisfy 
himself that an actual majority of the voters in a district have signed a petition, and it 
would be wellto move deliberately in the matter, allowing all parties interested opportu- 
nity to know what is povod to be done. The best time forthe division of a district is 
during the month of December, since the new district can then have three months school 
between its organization and the annual meeting, the first Monday in April. It will also 
enable the director to make his report of children enumerated, and entitle the district ta 
its share of the State apportionment, No new district shonld be formed between the first 
of Apriland the first of Angust to prevent confusion in the tax levy. The same formal- 
ities should be observed in uniting two districts, asin dividing one, This union may be 
made in two ways: (1) One of the districts may be merged into the other, the latter 
retaining its orpanjeation and officers, (2) Ora new district, with a different number, 
may be formed by the County Superintendent, and a new set of officers elected, as pre- 
scribed in sections 3,4,5,6,and12. The latter will usually be found the most satisfactory 
to all parties. It will be seen by reference to the act, ‘*To declare the true meaning of th 
term School District,” thatsuch changes of name or number of district, will not relieve it 
from the payment of debts incurred. If a County Superintendent should divide a district 
without a petition, signed by at least one-third of the voters, such division would be void, 
and the district would remain precisely as if no action bad been taken. See section 16.

Sec. 7. The division of school districts and school property is one of the most impor- 


tant and delicate of the Superintendent’s duties, always to be performed with care and 
deliberation. The division of property should be made when the district is divided, or az 
goon as possible thereafter. ere there are debts, which must be paid by the old district, 
they should be taken into account in the division of the property. The Superintendent 
must use his best judgment in estimating the value of school property, keeping in mind 
that the law requires him to “‘ ascertain and determine the amount justly due” to the new 
district. Under section 73, a new district may be entitled to a share of a fature apportion- 
ment, which, however, will be paid into the treasury of the old district. This, also, shoul 
be taken into the account in the division. Where a superintendent is clearly satisfied that 

. he has made a mistake in the division of school property, he should at once make the proper 
correction.
